In  the  proviso  to 
sub-section  (1)  of  section  6-0  of  the 
said  act/  only  Andhra  Pradesh  Gazette  ^ 
was  specified  instead  of  Andhra  Pradesh 
Gazette  or  District  Gazette  and 
according  to  proviso  to  section  6-C  of 
the  said  Act,  no  loan  shall  be  granted 
by  any  credit  agency  unless  the  pattadar 
pass  Book  is  produced  after  the  publi- 
cation of  the  notification  under  sub- 
section (2)  of  Section  3 of  the  said  Act 
either  in  Andhra  Pradesh  Gazette  or  in 
the  District  Gazette.  The  publication  of 
the  same  in  the  District  Gazette  has  not 
been  specified  in  the  proviso  to 
subjection  (1)  of  section  6-C  of  the 
said  Act-  In  order  to  overcome  the  said 
difficulty  Government  have  issued 
instructions  to  Commissioner  of  Survey 
Settlements  and  Land  Records  and  all  the  * 
District  Collectors  in  the  State  to 
publish  the  same  in  the  District  Gazette 
to  avoid  delay  and  subsequently  govern- 
ment have  decided  to  amend  the,  proviso  to 
sub-section  (1)  of  section  6-C  of  the 
said  Act  suitable  empowering  to  publish 
the  same  in  the  District  Gazette  also 
retrospectively  from  6th  June,  19  96  the 
date  on  which  the  aforesaid  instructions 
were  issued. 
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
